“T need to ask myself what I want to 
spend the rest of my life doing,’’ said 
Gilmore. ‘‘Public service at the mv- 
nicipal level is a whole lot different 
than when I started 15 years ago. | 
have never thought of myself doing 
anything else. Maybe I’ve lost some of 
the spark I had early on. I’ll just have 
to take some time and mull it over.”’ 

Gilmore, who lives in Andover, said 
his next job probably won’t be in the 
public sector. And he said he plans to 
stay in town where his daughter is in 


the puolic schools, which he praised. 

Gilmore said he had consciously 
tried to avoid the ‘‘superstar’’ type of 
management of his department, not 
trying to make newspaper headlines 
each week. Instead, he said he tried to 
foster cooperation throughout the de- 
partments while serving as a ‘“‘ever- 
seer’’ of the planning offices. 

“I’ve arrived at conclusions not 
from fear and intimidation. I feel pro- 
gress is best made imcrementally 
without a lot of fanfare and flourish,” 
said Gilmore. 

He said he was pleased with the 
relationships his office has with the 
conservation, zoning and planning 
boards where, he said, the board mem- 
bers are extraordinarily busy and the 
potential for burnout has been of ma- 
jor concern to him.

Series Offers World Music 


The Department of Community Services 
Summer Concert Series will feature World 
Music Duets on Wednesday, July 25, at 6:30 
p.m. behind the Doherty Junior High School. 

Tony Vacca and Tim Moran create a con- 
temporary, whole earth expression of music, 
blending a knowledge of diverse culturs and 
traditions into a unique and compelling world 
language. Their compositions include many 
eloquent duets for flute and balafon (African 
xylophone) while others use various Asian 
and African hand whistles and bells. 

World Music Duets combine the spirit of the 
African street musician, the formal precision 
of classical Indian and European forms and 
the animated soul of urban American tradi- 
tions into a graceful and exciting sound. 
Years of sensitive and dedicated collabora- 
tion have produced a music filled with 
warmth, humor, mystery and surprise, uplift- 
ing io the spirit and affirming the essential 
unity of all peoples. 

Moran has studied and performed music 
for more than 15 years. He began with private 
lessons on alto saxohone at age 12 and soon 
included flute and clarinet in his studies. He 


gained valuable experience in jazz phrasing 
and improvisation with local big bands. Mo- 
ran earned a bachelor's degree in pefor- 
mance at the University of Massachusetts. 
An interest in World Music led to the study of 
bamboo flute and tabla with the Indian mas- 
ter Sushil Murkherjee. He has performed in 
Japan and Germany. 

he percussion work of Vacca combines Af- 
rican-American and World Music traditions 
with the ancient concepts of drum songs and 
spontaneous composition. 

In 1972-73 he travelled to West Africa, 
studying balafon and percussion composition 
with musicians from Senegal, Mali, Ivory 
Coast and Ghana. "My experiences there 
demonstrated the link between the music of 
the contemporary western drum set and the 
African percussion ensembles and affirmed 
the ancient, eternal power of the drums‘ hu- 
man music.” 

The World Music Duets performance has 
been funded in part by The Hampshire Press 
and Raytheon.

The youth group at St. Robert Bel- 
larmine Church has gained an adopted 
little sister of sorts in Angela Olcott, a 
15-year-old visitor from West Virginia 
who has spent the last week in And- 
over seeing the sights and renewing a 
friendship that began in her small Ap- 
palachian home town of East Bank. 


Ten high school seniors and college 


students from the church youth group 
journeyed to Appalachia in June to 
load a hand at a mission there that is 
run by the Catholic church. Each year 
a group from the Haggetts Pond Road 
church visits the mission and its direc- 
tor Sister Elizabeth Hillmann, a nun 
who was once the religious education 
coordinator at St. Robert’s. 

This time the St. Robert’s young- 
sters met Angela and in a short time 
such a closeness developed between 
the West hed say irl and the Andover 
youngsters that they almost brought 
Angela back to Andover in the van 
they rented to make the trip. 

A map on the wall of Angela’s West 
Virginia home has pins stuck in the 
places she hopes someday to visit. One 
marker is pinned on Boston. That plan- 
ted the seed in the minds of the St. 
Robert’s visitors who, upon returning 
to Andover wasted no time planning a 
way for Angela, who has been diag- 
nosed as having cystic fibrosis, to visit 
their home. 

As Diane McSweeney explained, 
Tim Moynihan, one of the youth group 
members from Andover, made an air- 
plane reservation for Angela before 
the group told McSweeney, the youth 
group’s advisor, of their plan to bring 
Angela to Andover. 

“That’s how badly they wanted to 
bring her here,’’ said McSweeney with 
a laugh. She allowed them to use mon- 
ey from their youth fund that they will 
replace with the proceeds from a 
dance set for 7:30 p.m., tomorrow eve- 
ning at the church. 

Angela got the grand tour of And- 
over, Boston and other local tourist 
spots during her week here. She saw 
Quincy Market, the John Hancock 
building, the New England Aquarium, 
went to the beach, rode for the first 
time on a subway and braved the rol- 
ler coaster at Canobie Lake Park, an 
experience which she said ‘freaked 
her out.” 

The pretty, petite girl said, in an in- 
terview on Monday morning that she 
didn’t want to go back to West Virgin- 
ia, where she has lived for a year and 
a half. Her gentle accent, that is a 
mixture of all the states she has called 
home, including West Virginia, Wash- 
ington, D.C., Pennsylvania and Ten- 
nessee, is all that makes Angela 
different from her Andover friends. 

And while Angela has gained an ap- 

reciation for how life for her Andover 

riends differs from her days in West 
Virginia, the youth group members 
who made the trip south also have an

understanding of life in East Bank, Ap- 
palachia. 

While there, the Andover group 
helped with the running of a local bible 
school, worked in the residents’ gar- 
dens and helped with much-needed 
maintenance of the homes, many of 
which are tar paper shacks with dirt 
floors and run-down trailers. As An- 
gela explained, there are homes in 
East Bank that would fit right in in 
Andover and next door might be a 
family where the adults are unem- 
ployed and struggling through every 
day. Neither understands the way 
their neighbor lives and they do not go 
out of their way to help one another, 
she said. Large companies that run the 
coal mines, where the men work when 
there is work, bleed a mine dry and 
then leave town, said Angela, adding 
that what she has seen in Massachu- 
setts is in stark contrast to West Vir- 
ginia. 

“You don‘t see sky scrapers in West 
Virginia,”’ she said. 

For a youngster of 15, Angela is very 
sophisticated about the people she en- 
counters. She is luckier than many in 
East Bank. Angela lives with her 
mother and three brothers and sisters 
in a large 12-room home that was used 


by the underground railroad to help 
slaves escape to the north. Her entire 
family, which consists of an astound- 
ing 32 brothers and sisters, has never 
been all together at one time she said. 
She is used to the surprised reaction 
she often receives when she says she 
has 32 siblings, so Angela rattles off 
the categories they fall into, there are, 
she says, 19 foster children, two who 
are adopted, six step-brothers and sis- 
ters and five “natural” brothers ‘and 
sisters. The oldest child is only seven 
years younger than her mother, said 
Angela 

Angela attends a Catholic high 
school 20 miles away in a land where 
Catholics are not very popular. She 
has told her Andover friends stories of 
the many Evengelical and mystic reli- 
gions that abound in her small town, in 
the heart of the bible-belt. Angela will 
be a ninth grader at Charleston Catho- 
lic High School this fall. And there 
aren’t many Republicans in East Bank 
either, said Angela. But she falls into 
that minority group too, saying she 
and her mother are among the eight 

rsons in East Bank who claim to be 

epublicans. 

Making the trip to Appalachia were 
Andover residents Tim Moynihan, Lil-

ly Hines, Lisa Dorsey, Ann Marie Tan- 
in and Sharon French, also Bill 
Glencross, Matt Sheehan, Joe Reis, 
Mike Murphy and Steven Murphy of 
Tewksbury. Paul Fazio, of North 
Reading and Tewksbury resident Sal 
Fazio served with Father Bill Mullin of 
St. Robert’s as chaperones on the trip. 


Fr. Mullin, who went to West Virgin- 
ia with the church members for the 
first time this June, said that he was 
surprised at just how poor the quality 
of life is in West Virginia. 


‘The coal mining industry has done 
such terrible things, the people have 
all lost their jobs and it was very hard 
to see the poverty,” he explained. 


‘The kids were very open and mixed 
well with the people. They are a 
friendly bunch and Angela took a lik- 
ing to them right away.”’ 


The knowledge of Angela’s disease 
touched the Andover group very deep- 
ly, said Fr. Mullin. And although she 
left town on Tuesday the young East 
Bank resident said she will try and 
convince her mother to let to come to 
Boston for the medical tests she needs 
this fall so she can be with her friends 
from St. Robert’s.

Wesson buttressed his 
statement saying for example that there are many im- 
portant things that the Public Works Department does 
each year but after three hours of searching he could 
come up with a list of three goals for the whole town. 

‘There has to be more than this,’ said Wesson who’s

Andover residents who will promise 
not to develop land they own may get 
up to a 90 percent tax break on that 
property, according to a plan still in its 
early stages that Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahoney is working on with the 
Board of Assessors and the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

In a short discussion on the proposal, 
called ‘‘conservation restrictions” by

50 Years Ago — July 1934

issue of $293,000 yesterday afternoon for its P.W.A.

The interest rate will be two and one-quarter 
percent, and the bank’s bid on the bonds was 100.13, 
making a net cost to the town of $64,554,10.
